A rechargeable Nickel-Metal Hydride (Ni-MH) battery powers the handset. 
Install the battery and charge it for about 15 hours before initial use (p. 8).

•If you DO NOT recharge the handset battery for more than 15 minutes, the display 
will continually indicate "Recharge battery" and/or " H ■! " will flash when the 

handset is lifted off the charger. 

•If the battery has been discharged, the handset will display "charge for 15HRS" 
and " H I " when you place the handset on the charger. The handset will not work.

Clean more often if the unit is subject to grease, dust 
or high humidity. Otherwise the battery may not charge properly. 

•If the battery is fully charged, you do not have to place th e hand set on the 

charger until "Recharge battery" is displayed and/or " i H " flashes. This will 
maximize the battery life.
